Indian Children. 


Although Indian children have their 


rr-m->s -md c;ood times as well as their 
moro civilized brothers and sisters, they 
al«o have much hard work to do and are 
taught to help their poor tired mothers 
almost as soon as they learn to walk. 
One of tho principal duties of Indian 
children is that of supplying theircamp 
cr village, with water. These caffiiis 01.= 
always near a river or stream, for of 
course traaderins tribes of Indians can- 
noTbave wells or cisterns, and from the 
river the children must, curry up to the 
lodges all the wuter used in cooking. 


In this work they call to their aid 


their playmates, the dogs, rJways plen- 
tiful in Indian villages. To the collars 
of the dogs arc fastened two long, light 
poles, one ou each side, that drag ou the 
ground some distance behind them. On
